WEEKLY LETTER 

FERTILIZING TOMATOES 

The early ripening of toma¬ 
toes in honie or market gardens 
can be greatly encouraged by 
the proper use of commercial 
fertilizers. This is pjarticularly 
important in seasons when tom 
ato plants grow slowly because 
<;f wet and cool weather. 

When fertilizing tomatoes 
with the idea of encouraging 
early fruit ripening it is essen¬ 
tial that methods and materials 
are used wihch will act rapidly. 
Fo’i instance, the kind of fertil¬ 
izer, the form in which it is 
applied, the method, time and 
frequency of application, are all 
important factors according tn 
the results of experiments ob¬ 
tained at this Station. 

The greatest success in en¬ 
couraging tomatoes to ripen 
early has been obtained by 
a"plying fertilizer in liquid in¬ 


stead of dry form. If dry fertil¬ 
iser material is used time is 
lost while soil moisture is being 
absorbed to release the plant 
food even under irrigated con- 
’ilium. However if the fertilizer 
i. (b>s Ived in water before it 
i! applied the plant response 
i • much more rapid. The pract¬ 
ice followed at this Station is 
i ) 1* dve one pound of fertil- 
i »r*i iti a quantity of hot water. 
Then this portion is niade up 
to a rallon with cold water. At 
nach application one-quarter 
mid of this solution i« mixed 
-•hi. n ( |s art of water for each 

plant. , , 

Th: liquid fetilizer is applied 
in the field and is poured into 
=au er shaped depressions a- 
vound Ihc plants. Experience 
has shown that these depress¬ 
ion s should be fiom 12 to 24 in¬ 
ches in diameter.. If they are 
nailer the yield of early toma 
toes is not as great.

These application cards should be filled out imme¬ 
diately and dropped in the nearest mail box or poet 
office. A pamphlet giving complete instructions will 
be delivered with each card. As soon as your name 
is duly registered at headquarters, ration cards, 
good for a ton-week)period, will be mailed to you— 
one ration card for each person in your home. These 
will be for sugar only. 

Coupon-Rationing for Sugar 
Heroines Effective July 1st 

Beginning July lst, ( no one will be permitted to buy 
sugar for regular domestic us# without a ration 
coupon. 

Prompt co-operation * on the part oi the public in 
filling out and returning theix application cards is 
uecessary to, ensure < return of the ration coupon 
card in time * to purchase sugar on or after the 
above date. 

Remember—thetamount of sugar allowed each indi¬ 
vidual under the^new coupon rationing plan will be 
exactly the eamefeas allowed at present—4 pound per 
person peri week.

Like Easter bonnets, fashions in 
hogs change too. A little more weight 
and finish on the market hog Is the 
order of the day. The recent an¬ 
nouncement that the same price wlU 
be paid for B-3 hogs as lighter 
weights in the same grade category 
does not represent a radical change 
in the minds of Canadian Bacon 
Board officials. They have been urg¬ 
ing heavier weights in order to 
make more certain that the 600,- 
000,000 lb. British bacon contract will 
be fulfilled or exceeded. The change 
should be regarded as a temporary 
expedient rather than a permanent 
measure.

A 
Utfle more finish can be put on their 
pogs with that extra barley they are 
pianmh? tp grow this year, without 
fear of a price discount on B-3 hogs 
weighing around 22Q lbs. The change 
in price regulations does not apply 
to C-9 or I>-3 grades. 

There are six official carcase 
grades. These are "A," "B," « , O l ” “D, M 
“E” and Sows. "A's" are caroassee 
from top quality bacon hogs. The 
remaining grades decrease progres¬ 
sively In general quality.
